However. close upon the 
announcement esterday that 
two bills had en found in 
Michigan came the disclosure 
that a $20 note has been discov- 
ered in Indiana. 

Police Chief William Harvey 
of Petersburg said the $20 was 
not found in that town, 175 miles 
east of St. Louis, but turned up 
several days ago “somewhere be- 
tween here and Evansville, Ind., 
40 miles to the south.” 

The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation obtained possession of 
the bill and would give no de- 
tails.

Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
Truman’s former military aide, 
already is under subpena for 
Thursday, both by the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee and 
the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee. 

Jenner Group’s Plans. 

The Senate group announced 
this morning that it intends to 
ask Byrnes “for his recollec- 
tions” of the matter. Byrnes 
said in a statement last night 
that he recalled the FBI docu- 
ment and talked with Truman 
about it early in 1946—the time 
when White was being promoted. 

(The United Press said Moul- 
der told a reporter that Demo- 
cratic members of the Velde 
committee were not consulted in 
advance. He said the Democratic 
members would seek to have At- 
torney General Brownell as the 
first witness.) 

Truman has no tmmunity to 
subpena from a congressional 
committee by reason of the fact 
he is an ex-President. 

Conflict In Committees. 

There were indications that 
some informal efforts were 
under way to eliminate conflicts 
between the Senate subcommit- 
tee, headed by Senator Jenner 
(Rep.), Indiana, and the House 
committee. 

In Michigan, Representative 
Clardy, Republican,

Need for RFC Loan. 

By June 1949, the witness re- 

lated, negotiations with WAA 
had progressed to the _ point 
where Schumacher was able to 
write Anderson on June 9 that 
they would have to “clear 
through the White House and 
get the green flag on a loan 
{frome the Reconstruction Finance 
'Corporation.” 
By the White House Schu- 
‘macher said he meant John R. 
Steelman, executive assistant to 
President Truman. 

The witness testified he had 
talks with Steelman and also 
with then Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson and Treasury 
Secretary John W. Snyder. 

Schumacher “didn’t believe” 
he had been introduced to John- 
son by Finnegan or Boyle, but 
possibly by Brig.

Truman Not Commenting. 

Truman, on several occasions, 
has denied that he saw two FBI 
reports which Brownell insists 
were sent to him through 
Vaughan. The former military 
aide, now living in nearby Alex- 

‘andria, Va., has asserted tha 
he has no recollection of receiv- 
ing the reports. 

In New York last night, Tru- 
man refused further comment 
on the case. 

(This morning he said to re- 
porters at New York: “Sorry, no 
comment. If it becomes neces- 
sary I will comment, but it has 
hot become necessary as yet.”) 

Gov. Byrnes, secretary of state 
when the FBI reports were cir- 
culated among top Democratic 
officials, is now a political en- 
emy of Truman. He issued a 
statement from the state capital, 
Columbia, describing in detail a 
White House conference he had 
with Truman on the day the 
Senate confirmed Truman's 
nomination of White, then as- 
sistant secretary of the Treas- 
ury, for the International Mone- 
tary Fund post. White was con- 
firmed Feb. 6, 1946. 

Talk With Truman. 

Byrnes recalled that after he 
had read an FBI report on 
White, delivered to his secretary 
by a representative of J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the FBI, he re- 
quested an appointment with 
Truman, The conference was 
held the same afternoon and he 
said he told Truman he was 
“shocked” by the report, and 
asked what the President in- 
tended to do about it. 

“The President,” the state- 
‘Ment said, “stated he had read 
the report and he also was sur- 


Byrnes recommended that the 
‘President ask the Senate to with- 
hold action on the nomination, 
- which had been made about two 
weeks earlier, and then withdraw 
it Truman, Byrnes said, had a

The “unimpeachable authori- 
ty” was Tom Clark, then Attor- 
ney General. 

Clark said at that time that 
the FBI had been unable to con- 
firm, or corroborate by any 
scrap of paper, Miss Bentley's 
story of the espionage ring. It 
was not until Whittaker Cham- 
bers produced his “pumpkin 
papers” later that any shred of 
corroborating evidence  ap- 
peared. Among those papers 
were several documents said by 
the FBI to be in the handwrit- 
ing of White. 


‘Tip From Informer.’ 

The Post-Dispatch story of 
Nov. 8, 1947 said, on the authori- 
ty of Clark’s statements to this 
reporter: 

“The FBI account is that it 
was investigating a tip received 
from an informer (Miss Bentley 
was not famed) who said there 
existed in wartime Washington a 
Communist cell, 10 or a dozen 
people, who were, or who had 
access to top policy makers. 

“The informer has told them 
of a courier service operated out 
of a Washington residence said 
to have been headquarters for 
the cell. The information they 
were able to collect was micro- 
filmed and taken from here to 
New York and from there pre- 
sumably to Moscow.” 

Other information on which 
the story was based was ob- 
tained from persons suspected 
‘by the FBI of being associated 
with the espionage ring. Re- 
porting this, the story said: 

“Among those who have been 
questioned are a Roosevelt White 
House aid (Lauchlin Currie was 
not named), a number one as- 
sistant to a top member of the

A rising tide of anti-intellec- 
tualism, based on “ignorant 
fear,” is threatening academic 
freedom America, Prof, 
Thomas H. Eliot, chairman of 
the department of political sci- 
ence at Washington University, 
asserted yesterday. 

In an address to St. Louls 
members of the National Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women at Temple 
Israel, 5017 Washington boule- 
vard, Eliot charged that “the 
fear of Communism has led to 
fear of controversy.” : 

“Thus, in an eastern college,” 
he declared, “a professor is fired 


because he is ‘controversial’; in declared that,

HWCARTHY QUERY 


Pusey Disagrees With 

| Senator That Use of. 

| Fifth Amendment Is 
Confession of Guilt. 


: 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 10 
(UP) — Dr. Nathan M. Pusey, 
| President of Harvard University, 
| said today he does not agree 
‘with Senator McCarthy that use 
,of the Fifth Amendment is au- 
‘tomatically a “confession of 


|} guilt” by a person accused of } 
being a Communist. | 

The educator’s opinion was | 
set forth in a letter which he | 


sent to McCarthy in answer to | 


the Senator’s second telegram 
concerning the position of Prof. | 
Furry on the Har-| 
vard faculty. 

The exchange began last week | 
when McCarthy wired Pusey | 
demanding to know why Furrv | 

had not been dismissed. Furry, | 
a physicist, is alleged to have | 
refused to tell McCarthy's in-/ 
vestigating committee whether | 
he was a Communist or had | 
engaged in Communist activi- | 
ties, including espionage and | 
‘the indoctrination of students 
with Red philosophy. | 

Opposed to Communism. ' 

Pusey’s first reply to the Sen- | 
ator’s charges came yesterday | 
in a telegram in which he told 
McCarthy that “Harvard is un-} 


'alterably opposed to Commu: | 
nism.” He said he was unaware | 
| 


that any member of the faculty | 
was a Communist. 
McCarthy wired in reply that 
it was “ludicrous” for Pusey to | 
make the statement about Har- 
vard’s attitude toward commu- 
nism when “in the next breath J 
you indicate that you still as of | 
today are retaining as a teacher 
a man who refuses to state | 
under oath whether he has | 
given secret radar material to | 
members of the Communist 
| party and also refuses to state 
| whether he has sought to indoc- 

'trinate his students in the Com- 
-munist philosophy.” 

McCarthy also said that, in 
his opinion, a witness’s refusal 
to answer questions about Com- 
munist party membership is “‘the 
most positive proof obtainable” 

' that he is a Communist. “.. . If 
he were not a Communist,” Mc- 
Carthy said, “the truth could 
not in any conceivable manner | 
incriminate him.” 

Reply by Pusey. 

Pusey sought to answer these 
statements in a letter which he 
sent to McCarthy yesterday. | 

“I cannot agree that the use 
of the constitutional safeguard | 
_provided by the Fifth Amend- 
ment must be taken as a confes- | 
sion of guilt,” he wrote. 

In his second telegram, Mc- | 
Carthy had quoted Pusey as/| 
saying that he had aterenaben | 
‘to the effect that Furry never | 
| gave secret material to Commu- 
nists or sought to indoctrinate | 
students. Then the Senator | 
‘asked Pusey for the source of | 


| this information. 


'to his appearance before our 
/committee,”’ McCarthy said in 
| his telegram, “then he was | 
| guilty of perjury in that he testi- | 
| fied under oath that you never | 
| questioned him in regard to | 
‘Communist activities and ex- | 
pressed no interest whatsoever | 
whether or not he was a mem- | 
ber of the Communist party.” | 

In reply to these statements, | 
Pursey wrote: 

“I should like to say that Dr. | 
Furry was interrogated on sev- 
eral occasions by members of | 
the Harvard Corporation at the 
time of his previous testimony | 
before the Velde committee. | 
| “He denied that he had ever 
sought to indoctrinate his stu- 
(dents in Communism. His col- 
|'Jeagues and many of his stu- 
dents have confirmed this. 

“He also denied that he ever 


gave secret material to any} 
member of the Communist | 
party. | 


‘Stand on Harvard’s Record.’ 

“As I said in my telegram to | 
you this morning, I cannot com- 
ment on Dr. Furry’s testimony | 
before the private hearing of | 
your committee, the transcript | 
of which I have not seen. 

“As to the other assertions 
about Harvard you make in your 
last telegram, I am content to 
stand on Harvard’s record and 
on the reply I sent you this 
morning. 

Pusey formerly was president | 
of Lawrence college in McCar- | 
thy’s home town of Appleton, | 
Wis. He was a leader in the} 
unsuccessful campaign to defeat | 
' McCarthy in the 1952 election.

New Arabian Monarch Decrees 
14 Days’ Mourning for Ibn Saud 


Members of Family, Tribal Chiefs Pledge 
Loyalty to Saud Ibn Abdul Aziz at 


Old King’s 


Deathbed. 


BAHREIN, Persian Gulf, Nov. 
10 (AP) — Saudi Arabia's new 
King, Saud Ibn Abdul Aziz, has 
decreed 14 days of official 
mourning for the death of his 
father, King Ibn Saud. 

The body of the world’s rich- 
est and most powerful absolute 
monarch was flown from his 
summer palace at Taif to Riyadh 
within two hours after his death 
yesterday morning and buried 
the same day. 

The 73-year-old, one-eyed 
Moslem ruler died at the forti- 
fied mountain village surround- 
ed by the male members of his 
family and tribal heads. They 
followed the traditional Arabian 
rite of acknowledging the Mon- 
arch’s eldest son the new King 
and pledging their loyalty by 
handclasps around the deathbed. 
The chiefs also proclaimed their 
acceptance of Saud’s son, 
Faisal, as heir to the throne and 
Prime Minister of this land of 
oil riches. 

Flags at Half-Staff. 

Flags flew at half-staff in 
mourning for the Monarch 
whose tough Wahabi tribesmen 
guard the Moslem world’s most 
precious shrine at Mecca. Ba- 
zaars in every oasis, city and 
village were closed and non-es- 
sential work was ordered 
stopped for the next five days. 
The radio station at Mecca lim- 
ited its programs to readings 
from the Koran and news for 
the duration of the 14-day 
mourning period. 

The new king, who is past 50 
years of age, closely resembles 
his father. He is well over six 
feet, wears spectacles and a 
beard. Presumably he inherits 
the estimated $200,000,000-a-year 
income his father built up 
through bargaining with his 


country’s underground store of 
petroleum. 


He has lived all his life in the 
shadow of his father. He fought 
in several military expeditions 
and in 1934, led a six-week cam- 
paign against the ruler of 
Yemen, He had reached the ene- 
my’s capital when his father 
ordered him to make peace. 

Saved Father's Life. 


In March 1935 he saved his 
father’s life when an assassin 
rushed at the two unarmed men 
with a dagger. Prince Saud 
grasped the attacker’s throat 
and threw him to the ground, 
suffering a shoulder wound. He 
then beat off two other assail- 
ants as the King’s aides closed 
n. 


Succession to the throne in 
Arab lands does not go auto- 
matically to the eldest son, and 
Saud, besides his training as a 
warrior, was designated to rule 
various provinces of the country 
under his father’s close super- 
vision. When he _ established 
himself as a skillful and popular 
ruler, his father gave him in- 
creasing responsibilities and 
named him his heir. 


As a member of the strict 
Wahabi sect, he neither drinks 
nor smokes. He travels about 
Arabia in a stainless steel self- 
propelled railroad car, or in a 
cavalcade of Cadillacs. 


As Crown Prince, he was re- 
garded as pro-American. On a 
London visit, he told a re- 
porter: “I believe that the men 
in America exhibit the same 
quality of courage used by the 
desert warriors. In your coun- 
try, the struggle for a livelihood 
requires as much bravery and 
manliness as primitive man 
needed for the survival of his 
race.” 


WATCH WEIGHT 
TO BAR DIABETES, 
DOCTOR ADVISES 


To guard against diabetes, 
don’t let yourself get beyond 10 
pounds overweight, Dr. William 
H, Olmsted advised last t in 
a discussion before the St. Louls 
Clinical Diabetes Society. 

Emphasizing the relationship 
between obesity and diabetes, he 
pointed out that the number of 
diabetics dropped sharply in 
countries where there was 
hunger after the war; on the 
other hand, the United States 
with its plentitude of food al- 
ways has had a high diabetes 
rate. 

There are approximately 
1,700,000 persons with diabetes 
in this country, and half of them 
are 20 | pel cent overweight, Dr. 
Olmsted reported. Since it is 
extremely difficult to reduce to 
normal weight after overweight 
exceeds 10 pounds, he said the 
public should be taught the 
importance of diet and of watch- 
ing those first 10 pounds.

Yugoslavia’s Tito does not want war, and neither does Italy's 
Pella, but unless some higher authority steps in and unscrambles 
Trieste, either or both leaders may fall, cracking the costly 
United States subsidized alliance against Communism. 


Properly approached, Tito 
might still accept the West's 
terms giving Zone A to Italy, 
but his prestige, wounded by 
ultimatum, can be mended only 
by his consent and won only in 
conference. Tito reacts to the 
West’s ultimatum as he did to 
Stalin’s. 


Here is how Trieste, where 
8000 United States and British 
troops call themselves a “trust”

Companies Now Co-operate With Food 
and Drug Administration — They 


Ith Agency Bitterly. |

OUR OF THE biggest chemical concerns in the nation have 

just shown an initial laudable desire to co-operate with the 

Food and Drug Administration in protecting public health. 
They have voluntarily withdrawn coumarin from the market as 
a substitute in making vanilla extract. 


A few years ago such co- 
operation was unheard of. Most 
companies bucked the Food and 


Drug Administration. In 1938 
Rex Tugwell resigned as under 
secretary of agriculture as a 
result of the battle over the new 
pure food and drug bill. The 
bill was called unworkable, so- 
cialistic. Mrs. Roosevelt was ac- 
cused of being the secret spon- 
sor. Tugwell fought for its pas- 
sage, but gut so bloodied in the 
political melee that he consid- 
ered himself a liability to Roose- 
velt and resigned. 


Today, however, this same 
much-maligned food and drug 
act not only is working but many 
big companies co-operate whole- 
heartedly in its enforcement. In 
the case of coumarin, Dow Chem- 
ical of Midland, Mich., Monsan- 
to of St. Louis, du Pont of Wil- 
mington, and the Trubek Lab- 
oratories of East Rutherford,

N.J., all withdrew the drug vol- 
untarily for use as a food. 

Coumarin is a coal tar prod- 
uct used as a cheap synthetic 
substitute for vanilla extract. 
Experiments found, however, 
that it has been responsible for 
many cases of sclerosis of the 
liver, in fact may be the chief 
cause of this disease. The four 
companies voluntarily brought 
this to the attention of the Food 
and Drug Administration, said 
they were withdrawing cou- 
marin. They will use the more 
expensive but safer vanilla bean 
instead.

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Out With the Whole Story 


The Brownell-White-Truman “spy” episode has 
now produced five days of headlines, It has car- 
ried through to the special election in Los An- 
geles to fill the last of three vacant seats, re- 
cently held by Republicans, in the national 
House of Representatives. 

The latest developments are these: 


1. Attorney General Brownell has issued 
his “documentation” of his gssertion last 
Friday in an address before the Executives 
Club in Chicago that the late Harry Dexter 
White “was known to be a Communist spy 
by the very: people who appointed him” 
to the International Monetary Fund in 1946, 


2. Gov. Byrnes of South Carolina, Sec- 
retary of St&te in 1946, has said that Harry 
S. Truman, then President, was dismayed 
when he learned of the FBI report on 
White, but found that the Senate had al- 
ready confirmed White. 


3. Following a demand by Senator Mc- 
Carthy, the House Un-American Activities 
Committee has begun the steps to require 
the appearance of Mr. Truman and Gov. 
Byrnes and their testimony under oath, 


All this gives the appearance of a thorough 
search for the truth on the part of the Attorney 
General. Actually Mr. Brownell has stopped 
considerably short of giving the public the in- 
formation it must have if it is to hold an in- 
formed opinion about the sensational charge that 
he has turned loose against Mr. Truman's loyalty.

In the first place it ts noteworthy that the 
head of the Department of Justice did not hold 
a press conference Monday as he had indicated 
he would do. When he did “document” his spy 
charge it was in a mimeographed handout from 
his office late in the day. 

This made it impossible for the press to ques- 
tion the Attorney General immediately as the 
Washington correspondents would have done had 
there been a press conference. For there are 
questions that Mr. Brownell needs to answer just 
as much as there are questions for Mr. Truman. 

In order to support his sensational charges, 
Mr. Brownell had to prove that White was a 
“spy.” and that Mr. Truman knew this prior to 
January 1946, when he appointed White to the 
monetary fund. 

Mr. Brownell’s “documentation” does not give 
any evidence whatever that White was a “spy.” 
Hie does not even summarize the FBI reports 
on which he bases the charge. Gov. Byrnes 
says these reports dealt with White's “affilia- 
tions with Communists’—which is a good deal 
different from saying that they dealt with White's 
“spying activity.” A federal grand jury in 1947 
went into White’s case, and evidently found 
these same FBI reports insufficient on which 
to base an indictment of espionage. 

Neither does Mr. Brownell prove the second 
count of his accusation. He says the FBI re- 
ports went to numerous Administration officials 
in addition to the White House, but he does 
not prove that Mr. Truman had seen them be- 
fore appointing White. 

On the contrary, Gov. Byrnes discussed the 
White case with Mr. Truman not only after the 
appointment had been made, but after it had 
been confirmed by the Senate. Gov. Byrnes 
indicates that Mr. Truman, far from being com- 
placent about the FBI reports, immediately cast 
about for ways to stop the appointment.

Herbert Brownell Jr. is the chief legal counsel 
of the President, with whose approval he set this 
old “Russian spy” story going anew. He heads 
the Department of Justice which is to serve all 
the people regardless of party. He is not the 
hatchet man of the party in power. 

Yet until the Attorney General comes through 
and makes his case that Mr. Truman knowingly 
promoted a “spy” he is acting as a hatchet man 
and not as the head of the Justice Department. 

Meantime the Brownell “disclosures” have 
been taken up in the California special election. 
By coincidence or otherwise, the timing enabled 
G.O.P. candidate Lipscomb to issue a statement 
just 18 hours before the balloting and widely 
printed in Los Angeles that a “known subversive 
was kept in office by Truman.” 

It is up to President Eisenhower's Attorney 
General to support his assertions to the fullest 
with facts. Until Mr. Brownell does, many citi- 
zens will suspect that influencing the California 
election was one purpose all along.

Glimmer of Hope in Korea 

Whenever the Korean truce talks bogged down 
in seemingly hopeless deadlock, the chief nego- 
tiators turned over the discussion to their sub- 
ordinates. Ultimately a small measure of agree- 
ment was reached—enough, at least, to allow 
the talks to keep going. 

This curious technique has now been applied 
to the discussions on a political conference. Be- 
cause it succeeded in the past, it offers some 
slight hope for progress in the circumstances. 

There is no inherent reason why subordinate 
negotiators should be able to do more than the 
principals on each side. Just the contrary, in- 
deed, ought to be the case. The difference is 
that the staff talks usually are held in secrecy, 
whereas when the principals meet, what they 
say is made the subject of a propaganda battle 
which itself impedes fruitful agreement. 

If secret negotiations will accomplish what 
public negotiations cannot, then we are all for 
them. The U.N. representatives have made sub- 
stantial concessions to the Communist point of 
view. While these have been indignantly spurned 
in public, the very fact that the Communists are 
now willing to consider them in private may 
mean that the hope of convening a political con- 
ference may yet be fulfilled. 
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Two Problems in Moving Hay 

There is much to support Senator Symington's 
view that a haylift is still needed for the relief 
of drouth-stricken Missouri farmers. Moving 
half a million tons of hay into this state involves 
“a tremendous physical feat. about 200 carloads 
a day,” as the state extension service director, 
H. W. Burch, has pointed out. 

Can so much be moved from the fields of the 
northern plains before bad weather sets in? As- 
sistant Agriculture Secretary J. Earl Coke has 
wired Senator Symington that he “would recom- 
mend use of planes if necessary but understand 
transportation is rot a protlem.”’ Mr, Symington 
responded to Secretary Benson that, to the con- 
trary, “the time element is a tremendous one 
and a haylift would be most beneficial" now be- 
fore winter sets in. 

Still another problem in the transportation of 
drought-relief hay, in addition to the massive 
bulk of the undertaking, ig the fact that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has not designated the remain- 
ing 29 Missouri counties disaster areas. Hay 
shipped into them is thus not eligible for the 
50 per cent rate eut granted by the railroads. 

Assistant Agriculture Secretary John H. Davis 
has said it is feared that if these 29 remaining 
Missouri counties were declared disaster areas, 


the railroads would suspend the reduction in 
some worse-hit areas. Senator Symington’s reply 
to this is that he believes Mr. Davis is unfair to 
the railroads, “Why not let the railroads speak 
for themselves?” he asks. Why not indeed? 
Instead of there being no problem in the 
transportation of hay, as Assistant Secretary 
Coke said he understood, there are thus in fact 
two major problems, both depending for their 
solution upon action by the Government. 
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A Sport, Not a Business 

Big League basebal] may have its worries— 
whether Baltimore will do as well next season 
as Milwaukee did last, whether to go from eight 
clubs to 10 and take in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, what to do about the Athletics, and so 
on. But at least it has been relieved of the fear 
of having its games called by a federal marshal 
with an injunction from the Supreme Court. 

Confronted again by the argument that or- 
ganized baseball is violating the anti-trust laws 
—especially because of the reserve clause— 
seven of the nine Justices saw fit to follow the 
decision handed down in 1922 by Justice Holmes 
that baseball is not a business, but a sport. Even 
with Justices Burton and Reed dissenting, that 
puts it beyond the monopoly laws. 

It would be unthinkable in any ordinary buali- 
ness to tolerate the reserve clause. This gives 
complete control over @ player to the club 
which holds his contract. It makes it impossible 
for him to bargain with other possible employ- 
ers—at least until he is declared a free agent. 
At that time he actually does not have much 
prowess left to put on the bargaining block. 

But the reserve clause is one of baseball's in- 
ner necessities. Without this rule it would be all 
but impossible to hold teams together and to 
keep leagues in reasonable balance. The owners 
with the biggest money-bags would assemble 
teams a dozen times stronger than the Yankees 
at their strongest; and that would be that, 

Conceivably, the reserve clause could be used 
to deprive a talented player of the opportunity 
to earn a Big League salary. But the odds are 
heavily against this so long as the major teams 
remain as eager as they are to fill their line-ups 
with stars. Also players, through their repre- 
sentatives, now are in fairly good position to 
take up grievances with the owners. And they 
have the protection of a minimum salary agree- 
ment. So very few of them are heard protesting 
against the conditions of their employment. 

Baseball just is not like coal mining. steel 
production or automobile manufacturing. The 
Court was wise in not trying to fit the game 
into a purely commercial pattern. And for this, 
we are sure, the fans will be grateful when April 
comes around again. 
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Merging Safety Services 

Can municipalities offer their citizens more 
efficient and economical police and fire protec- 
tion by welding both departments into one? 

A Chicago fact-finding agency, Public Admin- 
istration Service, has undertaken a study of pub- 
lic safety programs throughout the nation in an 
effort to provide the answers. The evidence al- 
ready indicates that a combined force may well 
be practical in some smaller communities. And 
this suggests that the governing bodies of St. 
Louis county's many municipalities might profit- 
ably examine their own public safety programs. 

Officials in the few communities that now 
support a combined force have found that they 
can save substantial sums on overhead expenses 
without sacrificing quality of service. On that 
basis alone, the possibilities of a unified police- 
fire department are well worth a look. 
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Tax Bonanza at Hell’s Canyon? 

A report that Idaho Power Co. seeks tax write- 
offs on two proposed dams in Hell’s Canyon 
makes those dams more questionable than ever. 

The net effect, if the write-offs were granted, 
would be that the Treasury would bear most or 
all of the cost of the dams in forfeited taxes. 

The public would be paying for the,dams with- 
out owning them and without getting any of 
the benefits of public ownership. The Idaho 
Power Co. would own the dams without, in effect, 
paying for them, and would get all the benefits 
of private ownership. 

Senator Magnuson of Washington, who report- 
ed that the company had applied for the tax 
subsidy, said it would cost the taxpayers $30.- 
000,000 in the first five years. Eventually, he 
said, it would enable the company to reap bene- 
fiig amounting to the entire cost of the dams, 
plus $60,000,000. 

The tax subsidy for which the Senator says 
Idaho Power has applied was not put on the 
Statute books for any such purpose as this, 
though it has been misapplied to such purposes 
in many cases. 

The subsidy was adopted by Congress to en- 
able private investors to recover their invest- 
ments in war production plants while the plants 
remained useful. 

The dams Idaho Power proposes to build on 
the Snake river, in the Pacific Northwest, do 
not depend on a war emergency for their useful- 
ness. They can be expected to continue earning 
revenue as long as ordinary dams. 

This newspaper believes the 
project planned by the Reclamation Bureau 
for the Hells Canyon site would serve more 
people and serve them better than the proposed 
Idaho Power projects. 

But if Idaho Power Co. should be allowed to 
build the dams, it should also be required to 
pay for them. | 
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Three Too Many 

Missouri's deer season deserves to be regarded 
as something of a monument to the principle of 
non-political conservation, In the three days, 
hunters bagged about nineteen times as many 
deer as there were in the whole state in 1925. 
And at that, they hardly dented the herd, which 
is estimated to run to some 100,000 head. 


Sound. non-political game policies are not, of 
course, the complete answer to the comeback of 
the deer here in the last quarter century, Ad- 
mittedly, the whitetail is an extremely adaptable 
animal. But how long it would have lasted if 
the meat hounds had had their way is another 
question. Chances are that there would be so 
few animals today, if there were any at all, that 
the hunters would have nothing to hunt. 

The big problem now seems to be that of pre- 
venting the hunters from hunting each other. 
Some 45,000 sportsmen were in the woods and 
only three were killed as compared with five last 
year. But three deaths are three too many. 

Common cerelessness is the most frequent 
cause of this kind of accident, and education is 
probably the only real avenue of attack. But if 


the state took a sterner view of death in the 


woods hunters surely would think twice before 
firing at a rustle in the brush,

In so far as Attorney General Brown- 
ell's speech at Chicago is regarded as 
an attack upon the patriotism of former 
President Truman it will be resented by 
every American. Mr. Truman's devotion 
to his country is too well established to 
need defense. 

The Brownell charges have, however, 
raised grave questions as to the former 
President's judgment in dealing with 
the case of Harry Dexter White, once a 


high official in the Truman Administra- 


tion, Other serious 
questions arise out 
of Mr. Truman's 
response to the 
Brownell accusa- 
tions. 

Interviewed at 
Kansas City, the 
former President 
told reporters, “As 
soon as we found 
out that White was 
wrong we fired 
him.” Other news- 
papermen who 
talked with Mr. 
Truman by tele- 
phone quote him as 
saying that he fired Mr. White as soon 
as he found that the former Treasury 
official was “disloyal.” 

Obviously these responses raise seri- 
ous questions as to what Mr. Truman 
knew about White and as to why he was 
permitted to resign with kind words 
from the White House. 


It is a common practice, of course. 
to permit officials who no longer have 
the confidence of the President to save 
face by resigning. But the implication 
in such cases is that the President and 
the resigning official have come to a 
parting of the ways because of unre-

If an official has betraved his trust. 
a wholly different situation exists. In 
accepting Mr. White’s resignation as 
executive director for the United States 
in the International Monetary Fund, Mr. 
Truman highly praised Mr. White's work 
and added: “ . . your unfaltering ef- 
forts have been a source of great pride 
to me.” Certainly that is a curious way 
to “fire” an official if Mr. Truman be- 
lieved him to be disloyal. 

Far more serious implications arise. 
however, out of Attorney General 
Brownell’s charges. On the basis of 


FBI reports he says flatly that “Harry 
Dexter White was a Russian spy.” 

Iie further asserts that “White's spy- 
ing activities for the Soviet government 
were reported in detail by the FBI to 
the White House by means of a report 
delivered to President Truman through 
his military aide. Brig. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, in December of 1945.” 


President Truman replied to this that 
he didn’t recall any such thing. and Gen. 
Vaughan asserted that he never received 
such reports. 

If the Attorney General’s charges can 
be documented, the documents should 
he forthtcoming immediately. Indeed, 
they should have been released along 
with or prior to the Attorney General's 
charges. For if it can be proved that 
Harry White was a spy, officials in the 
Truman Administration were —- gravely 
negligent in not prosecuting him. 


The country will not be satisfied un- 
til the whole story has been told. When 


did Mr. Truman lose faith in Harry 
White? On what information did he 
base his decision to “fire” White? If 


the FBI report did not reach Mr. Tru- 
man, what happened to it? FBI reports 
of such gravity usually go to the At- 
torney General as a matter of course. 


Did this report reach Tom C. Clark 
‘now a Justice of the Supreme Court), 
who was then Attorney General? If so, 
and if the report can be substantiated, 
why was there no prosecution? Did Mr. 
Clark send the report on to the White 
House”? If not, why not? 


We are informed that FBI reports 
sometimes go to the White House by 
other channels than the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office if the President so requests. 
Was there such an arrangement in De. 
cember, 1945? 

If so, was that arrangement such as 
to relieve the Attorney General of the 
responsibility of reporting to the White 
House evidence of disloval conduct on 
the part of high officials? What are the 
facts’ 

Although Harry White is no longer 
subject to prosecution, having died in 
1948. the countrv has a keen interest 
in knowing the details of how his case 
was handled. In the interest of fairness 
to all concerned we hope that the facts 
will be forthcoming with a minimum of 
politics, sensationalism and hysteria.

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Cochran Apartments Win a Top 
Award of Three Noted Critics 


Architects Honor George Hellmuth, Harris 
Armstrong, Leo A. Daly and

The John J. Cochran Apart) 
ments, designed by the George 
Hellmuth architectural firm, 


have won a gold medal in St. 
Louis’s first joint Chamber of 
Commerce-American Institute of 
Architects competition for excel- 
lence of design, it was an- 
nounced last night at the City 
Art Museum. 

Four other gold medals and 
13 silver medals were distrib- 
uted by a three-man jury of 
distinguished American architec- 
tural critics, with Harris Arm- 
strong collecting two of each 
kind of prize. All decisions were 
reported as unanimous. 

Chairman of the jury was 
Hugh Ferriss, former St. Lou- 
isan, who conducted a panel 
discussion of the winning build- 
ings as Lester C. Haeckel, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis chapter of 
the institute, presented the cer- 
tificates. Ferriss is now head 
of the institute’s New York 
chapter. 

Reception Opens Exhibit. 

Presentation of awards to 
architects and their clients was 
made at a reception opening an 
exhibition of about 400 photo- 
graphs and plans of 47 struc- 
tures erected since 1941 in the 
St. Louis area and entered in 
the contest. The show will close 
Nov. 30. 

At Ferriss’s request, an. ap- 
preciation and critique of the 
Cochran apartments was given 
by Richard Marsh Bennett, jury 
member, noted Chicago designer 
and an authority on middle- 
income housing. 

Bennett declared the apart- 
ments, at 1418 North Eighth 
street, “would have cured many 
of Chicago’s troubles and mount- 
ing problems of big cities in 
general today.” 

“These apartments,” Bennett 
said, “are well designed because 
they follow the scale of people, 
not that of vehicles or of mer- 
chandise; they achieve variety 
within unity, with ends of the 
buildings, for instance, similar 
and yet different in subtl: ways. 

“They are pleasingly oriented 
on their site, not lined up like 
soldiers, but with a gently-curv- 
ing path swinging through the 
grounds. They are eminently 
practical: there are places to 
put the baby out for an airing 
without going downstairs.” 

The Cochran Apartments 
owned by the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, exemplify St. Louis’s 
unusually sensitive response to 
today's functional and esthetic 
architectural needs of the gen- 
eral public, Bennett said. In this 
connection, he declared himself 
impressed by the museum’s Van 
Gogh exhibition but even more 
impressed by the complete cross 
section of the public viewing it. 

Praises Armstrong Design. 

The third juror was Samuel 
E. Homsey, Wilmington (Del.) 
artist and architect, who spoke 
in praise of one of Harris Arm- 
strong’s gold medal winners, the 
Lutheran Church of the Atone- 
ment, 130 St. Francois avenue, 
Florissant. 

“One gets a terrific lift out 
of this church,” he said, “be- 
cause of its complete lack of 
ostentation, its delightfully in- 
timate scale, its crucifix of 
rough-hewn timbers reminiscent 
of the original cross.” 

Armstrong’s other top prize- 
winner was the American Stove 
Co. building at 1641 South 
Kingshighway, which Bennett 
termed a “clean solution of prac- 
tical problems and a technical 
delight to an architect.” 

The House of Philosophy of 
the Society of Jesus, Missouri 
Province, 3700 West Pine boule- 
vard, designed by Leo A. Daly, 
also won a gold medal. It was 

raised by Bennett for its 
Mertonepess and absolute clarity

NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (UP)— 
Despite Notre Dame's tough 
tussle against Pennsylvania last 
- eekend, the Irish received a 
point-score just five short of 
perfect from the United Press 
board of coaches today as they 
led the college football ratings 
for the seventh straight week. 


The 345 points out of a pos- 
sible 350 which Notre Dame at- 
tracte. this week represented 
the high mark for the 1953 sea- 
son and was just one point less 
than the all-time high set by 


The | Oklahoma’s 1950 national cham- 


pions. 

Maryland, which like the Irish 
is unbeaten and untied, held the 
runnerup spot for the third 
week in a row, while Illinois, 
Michigan State and U.C.L.A. ad- 
vanced to the next three places, 
taking advantage of an upset 
which dumped Baylor from 
third place last week to eighth. 
Southern California returned to 
the top 10 after an absence of 
one week. 


Notre Dame, which beat Penn 
28-20 last Saturday for its sixth 
straight triumph, received 31 
first-place votes from the 35 
leading coaches who comprise 
the United Press rating board. 
Maryland had the other first- 
place ballots. Three coaches 
selected the Irish second and 
one picked them third. 

Maryland, which took advan- 
tage of two third-period breaks 
to beat George Washington, 27-6, 
had 278 points, cutting Notre 
Dame's lead of last week from 
74 to 67 points. 


Illinois, with 251 points, and 
Michigan State, with 251, each 
advanced a notch after Big Ten 
victories, while U.C.L.A., which 
was idle last weekend, moved 
up three places to fifth with 157 
points. The upset defeat of 
Baylor, plus unexpectedly close 
games played by Oklahoma and 
Georgia Tech, accounted for 
U.C.L.A.’s rise. 


Oklahoma (150 points) re- 
tained sixth place, Georgia Tech 
(143) held seventh, and Baylor 
(102) fell to eighth after being 
upset by Texas. West Virginia, 
the third perfect-record team in 
the major college ranks, held 
ninth place with 72 points after 
its 12-7 squeaker over Virginia 
Tech, and Southern California 
advanced one place to tenth 
with 50 points. Michigan 
dropped out of the top 10 after 
losing to Illinois.

Shorter Quail 
Season Opens; 


Closes Dec. 15 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10— 
Missouri opened a drouth-limited 
season on the bobwhite quail 
today. 

The season runs from Nov. 10 
through Dec. 15, or 16 days 
shorter than the usual Missouri 
quail season. And the daily bag 
limit has been cut to six. No 
hunter can have more than one 
day’s limit in his possession. 

The first year of the drouth 
cut the daily limit from the 
usual 10 to eight last year. But 
as the dry weather continued its 
disastrous march through 1953 
the conservation commission fol- 
lowed recommendations of its 
quail experts to shorten the sea- 
son and cut the limits even 
more. 


Generally, commission staff 
members said, quail hunters 
have indicated their readiness 
to abide by the new rules in the 
hope a little kindly treatment 
for bobwhite this year will give 
him a better comeback chance 
next year. A recent check of the 
state showed:

Van Gogh and Daudet

ETTY GROSSMAN reminded me when I went to see 

the Van Gogh exhibit at the Art Museum that I used 

to have a copy of the “Arlesienne” in my classroom, and 
that she was often looking at the portrait when she should 
have been concentrating on 
the lesson. 

The beauty of the wom- 
en of Arles is traditional. 
Some writers ascribe it to 
the fact that the Greeks 
colonized the city long be- 
fore the Roman conquest. 
They say too that one 
hears in Arles the use of 
the past definite tense in 
conversational French, a 
throw-back to the Greek 
aorist. I must admit that 
the explanation is literally 
far-fetched. But it is true 
that everything about Arles 
seems unusual and special. 
No wonder that Van Gogh 
loved to paint there.

AND WHY DID HE leave 
his northern country to live 
in Arles? For the same 
reason that has driven so many others south to Arles, the 
stories of Daudet. All those pictures drenched in sun and 
color would not now be hanging in our museum if Van 
Gogh had never read Daudet. The sunlight that only Daudet 
ever succeeded in describing only Van Gogh could paint. 
Those two were collaborators. 

I'm glad that Van Gogh in his tortured tragic life had 
the fun of reading and loving Daudet. I don’t know how 
I could get along without Daudet. They say that he is 
second-rate. No matter. He still makes us laugh. I should 
feel impoverished if I couldn't think of the pope’s little 
mule and her patient vengeance, or of the small white goat 
who was bored in her inclosure, or of the inconvenient 
devotion a mangy camel developed for Tartarin.

AS FOR TARTARIN, he explains people to me. Why 
mince words? He explains myself to me. Daudet said that 
Tartarin harbored within one man the two famous charac- 
ters of Cervantes, Don Quixote and Sancho Panza. He had 
the soul of Don Quixote within the body of Sancho. It was 
Don Quixote who made Tartarin leave his comfortable little 
house to hunt lions in Africa. It was Sancho who was 
seasick and homesick and mortally afraid they would see a 
lion, who complained and protested every step of the way. 
He represented caution, comfort and common-sense in 
opposition to romantic foolhardy adventure.

TARTARIN WAS NOT the only one who knew that 
conflict. Others go through it on the eve of a long trip. 

Indeed some moderns say that the conflict is funda- 
mental, the desire to stray and the desire to stay, the 
rebellion against fetters and the craving for ties, wanderlust 
as against the homekeeping heart. 

However that may be, I wish that everybody would go 
first to the museum and see Provence as Van Gogh saw it. 
And then to the library to read “Tartarin of Tarascon.” I 
think some things would become clear under the blazing blue 
ef the Provencal sky.

HERE is a maxim counseling that you can take away

HE mercury was hovering at 

100 degrees and waves of 

heat shimmered up from the 
concrete sidewalks that after- 
noon in 1944 when Mary Lasswell 
came to St. Louis to buy a new 
heating unit for the home she 
and her mother were sharing in 
Poplar Bluff for the duration of 
World War Il. Her Navy hus- 
band was at sea and Mary and 
her mother had moved inland. 
Thirsty and exhausted from just 
thinking about heating units in 
July, she dropped into a little 
bar on St. Charles street and 
ordered a cold beer. 

She glanced around the room 
and stopped short as her eyes 
focused on the back booth. 
There, drinking their beer with 
gusto and motioning to her to 
join them, were Mary Lasswell's 
very good friends, Mrs. Feeley, 
Miss Tinkham and Mrs. Ras- 
mussen. Unfortunately, it was 
closing time and she couldn't 
take them up on their invitation. 

Now, to the uninitiated, there’s 
nothing strange about meeting a 
trio of acquaintances in a bar, 
but when you realize that Mrs. 
Feeley, Miss Tinkham and Mrs. 
Rasmussen are flesh and blood 
characters only in the pages of 
Mrs. Lasswell’s novels, there's 
a slightly eerie touch to her tale. 
But even though they are com- 
posites of many personalities she 
has known, the stocky, chssing, 
toothless Mrs. Feeley, the proud 
and impractical Miss Tinkham 
and the solid citizen, Mrs. Ras- 
mussen, are very real to their 
creator. She’s always meeting 
them some place or another, so 
it didn't seem odd that she 
should meet them in a St. Louis 
bar. After all, where else would 
they go for a beer? 

A few years later, she found 
them again—not the same three 
people, but another trio that 
seemed to have stepped right 
out of her books. They were 
at a New York race track and 
as she stepped up to talk to them, 
they greeted her as though they 
had known her all their lives. 

“Which they have,” says Mary. 
“After all, I made them up.” 

That’s the reason, she feels, 
that her novels detailing the 
headaches and hilarity of this 
oddly-matched threesome have 
retained their popularity and 
have stayed off the 19-cent bar- 
gain book counter. People see 
in their own acquaintances pro- 
totypes of Mrs. Feeley, Miss 
Tinkham and Mrs. Rasmussen. 
It’s a kind of personal identifi- 
cation with the three colorful 
heroines that makes people want 
to keep reading about them.

O far there have been four 

books, “Suds in Your Eyes,” 

“High Time,” “One on the 
House” and “Wait for the Wag- 
on.” Now a fifth has been add- 
ed, “Tooner Schooner,” and Mrs. 
Lasswell was in town yesterday 
to autograph copies in the book 
department of Scruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney. 

As a fan, I had to ask Mrs. 
Lasswell the same questions that 
have been put to her time and 
time again since she introduced 
her collection of characters some 
10 years ago in her first major 
writing attempt. Where did she 
find them? (Everywhere; all of 
us have something of each of 
them in us.) Are they real peo- 
ple? (Why, naturally!) Does she 
ever get them confused in her 
own mind? (Would you confuse 
three of YOUR friends?). 

She found them easily enough 
on the West Coast where she 
and her parents had moved 
from their home in Texas be- 
cause of her mother’s health. 
Some of the personality quirks 
and incidents she picked up by 
watching students in her Span- 
ish, French and music classes in 
the Adult Education program— 
which she wryly claims were 
popular “because those poor 
people wanted someplace to 
spend a warm evening.” 

“The springboard for Miss 
Tinkham was a woman our fam- 
ily knew and helped,” said Mrs. 
Lashswell. “She was on a pen- 
sion and she lived in a chicken 
coop and later in an abandoned 
monastery. She was so proud 
that we had to think up ail 
kinds of stories to get her to 
accept some left-over food or 
some clothing.

up here at Island avenue.’ We 
were so ed that we just 
took her along.”

“Oh, I could do a lot of it 
myself,” she said, “but I believe 
in giving people jobs wherever 
possible, letting them keep their 
self-respect and stay off the 
dole. 

“IT have a house in San Diego 
that I will rent only to people 
on a pension, who can't afford 
to pay high rent. There has 
been a lot of pressure to rent 
it for more money, but I don’t 
believe in that. You know, we 
just can’t take, we have to give.” 

Besides, as a child growing up 
in a happy family circle ‘in 
Texas, Mary picked up some 
ideas on economics that seem 
unorthodox in this day and age. 

“We went on the theory that 
if you spent $15 on something 
and you got real pleasure and 
use out of it, that was a bar- 
gain,” she said. “But if you 
spent 15 cents for something and 
had to throw half of it away, 
that was extravagance. 

“We didn’t care about living 
rich. We merely wanted to live 
richly.

éé HAT’S how I feel about 
T this property in San Di- 
ego. We could get a lot 
more out of it, but it will never 
be occupied by anyone who isn’t 
on a pension. It was from peo- 
ple such as that that I got many 
of my ideas for the books. I feel 
I owe a real debt to them and I 
must give something in return.” 

But just as she mired a rich 
vein in California, she also made 
capital out of misfortune in 
Boston Harbor. The Lasswells’

From Messenger Boy to Dancing Star 


That's the Story of Harold Lang, Who Couldn't Resist After First Visit to Ballet School

AROLD LANG, the dancing 
star, was described in one 
of those advance commen- 
taries that press agents send out 
about their clients as looking 
“as American asa bowl of but- 


popcorn. 
Buttered popcorn isn’t exactly 


having for lunch—sort of healthy 
and hearty and husky—but the 
original thought was a _ valid 
one. Lang, a former track man 
and tennis player, is clearly not 
the slinky type you'd identify 
as a dancer, either the musical 
show dancer he is now or the 
ballet dancer he used to be. 

Even Lang didn’t picture him- 
self as a professional dancer 
when he started his career. 
He'd been quite an athlete in 
high school in his native San 
Francisco, a star at basketball, 
as well as track and tennis. 
After he graduated, he worked 
as a soda jerk for a while, then 
got a job as a Western Union 
messenger boy, stationed in the 
32-story Russ building with the 
somewhat confined duty of de- 
livering telegrams in that build- 
ing only. 

One day the boy who had the 
Van Ness street beat took off 
to go to the beach and that is 
how Lang first entered the 
Christiansen Brothers ballet 
school at 236 Van Ness avenue. 

“Up to that time, ballet meant 
nothing to me,” he recalls. “I'd 
seen pictures of fellows in cos- 
tumes with big sleeves carrying 
girls around and it looked ter- 
rible. But I did like to dance. 
I'd even started taking tap danc- 
ing at 25 cents a lesson out in 
Daly City where we lived.” 

What Lang saw at the ballet 
school amazed him. 

“They were doing wonderful, 
incredible things,” he describes 
it. “Straining and groaning at 
all kinds of terrific tricks. It 
was like an athletic competition, 
one fellow trying to jump high- 
er than the other or make more 
turns.” 

The next day he enrolled in 
the ballet school. He Was under 
a handicap as he was short of 
stature for a dancer but he 
worked hard and finally began 
to master the technique. 

“It’s like learning to swim,” 
he says.

Fix It Yourself

Capping Brickwork. 


VEN people who love bricks 

more than anything in the 

world will admit that sooner 
or later a brick wall has to 
stop and it’s usually where the 
wall stops that the trouble be- 
gins, for unless the wall is 
properly capped, water will seep 
down through the mortar joints 
and produce dampness at some 
points on the surface of the 
wall. 

With a wall of a house the 
top is usually covered by the 
roof and the seam between roof 
and brick wall in turn covered 
with a strip of wood molding. 
Trouble is that wood and brick 
don’t make a very close joint 
and in a driving rain moisture 
will get in under the wood strip 
and reach the top of the wall. 
The solution here is to caulk 
the joint between wood and 
brick to make it perfectly 
water-tight. 

x* * * 

IN THE CASE of a brick 
chimney the usual method is to 
top the chimney with a cap of 
mortar three or four inches 
thick. This should be given a 
slight slope so it will shed water. 
If cracks appear in the cap 
they should be filled at once 
either with mortar or a cement 
patching material. 

Brick garden walls and brick 
posts should also be capped in 
some fashion. A concrete cap 
does fine here or you can use 
tile or slate fastened to the 
brick with cement mortar. Of 
course, the concrete cap is prob- 
ably the best as there are not 
seams or joints that will cause 
trouble at some future date. 


Low Belts 


Some of the season’s coats 
look shorter than they are be- 
cause their belts are lower. Fin- 
ger-tip length coats, for exam- 
ple, look little more than hip 
length because half belts, but- 
toned at either side, are placed 
several inches below the normal 
waistline. The belt across the 
back is likely to be nearer the 
hips than the waistline.

Contract 
Bridge

T is no tremendous loss te 
double a game contract which, 
as things turn out, you cannot 

defeat. But when such a dou- 

ble opens the way to a redouble, 
the loss becomes really serious, 
and, of course, if one or more 
overtricks are made, a full- 
fledged catastrophe descends on 
the doubler and his partner. 

Thus, one test of a sound double 

is: can the opponent safely re- 

double? 


Observe this case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


Red’ble Pass 

North’s rebid of his four-card 
heart suit was a remarkable ac- 
tion but it was also a remark- 
ably fortunate one because it 
gave East the impression that 
North “hated” no-trump. Of 
course, this did not give true 
substance to East’s double; it is 
merely the explanation offered 
later by East himself. The fact 
was that East could not come 
close to guaranteeing the defeat 
of the three-no-trump contract, 
and South’s redouble (though, 
incidentally, rather risky itself 
in the light of North’s bidding) 
was a fitting punishment for 
East’s rashness. 

The result was a rout for the 
defenders when West very in- 
judiciously opened a club. (A 
spade lead would have saved 
800 points.) South had no dif- 
ficulty in collecting 11 tricks, 
for a total score of 1750 points.
